ACCIDENTS T0O MOTOR ENGINES,
Breankonge Ocenes and for a Tlme

Things Are Exceedingly Lively,

It was decldedly lively in the power house
of the molor company for a few moments
yesterday., Two of the big Westinghouse
engines that drive the dynamos broke down
and left the company with only one engine
to furnish power for the entire system. Bath
acoldents came almost slmultancously and
wers of the same nature. The crank pin in
one connectiug ope of the plston rods to the
shift broke and In the other one of the
pistons swapped.  The helts flew off and
both engines began racing ut extraordinary
specd, and the liberated eylinder head was
churalng up and down for a few scconda
with the veloeity of a capnon ball until the
end of th* piston rod came into contact with
the &ide of the Ipelosed box in which the
cranks work., These heavy castings wera in-
stantly smashed to pleces and chunks of
lron were sent fiving all over the works.
Forturuately np one was hurt, and the dam-
age to the engloes was the least that could
possibly have been Infllcted by such an acel-
dent, The loss of the power made It neces-
Bary to lny off some of the large trains and
reduce all of the others to single cars. The
mnow at tho same time was seriously Inter-
forlng witu the movement of the trains, and
the aeoldents to the englnes were due to
the extra strain put upon the machinery to
move the trains.  The work of repairing
war begun al once, and will be completed
today in tlme for the regular movement of
tho trains,

Lloyd Mptuals' Are Assailed by Membe:s
~of the Iowa House... .

REQUIRED TO COMPLY WITH STATE LAWS

Two and a Half Per Cent of Their
Gross Preminm Income to Be

Fald to the Sinte
Trensury.

DES MOINES, March 13.—(Speclal Tele-
gram.}—In the house today Important amend-
nents wore made to the insurance laws,
The Lloyd mutual concerns were assalled,
and after a fight an amendment was adopted
to require them to pay to the state 2% per
cent of their gross annual premium roceipts
and to cowmply with the Insurance luws of
the state as to reports and authority from
the auditor to do buginess. It was also pro-
vided that no ‘actlon can bg maintained
agalnst an insurance organization that Is not
authorized to do business in the state. This
plices the burden on the policy holder to
protact himself, but s regarded as the most
elfectlve way of forcing the Lloyds to comply
with the laws. Al forelgn companies must
comply with all the laws relating to home
companies,

The dairy commigsioner bill was passed.

In the senate the Jday was given over to
the revenue bill and a large amount of it
wae digposed of without trouble, When the
section relating to the taxation of telephone
companies was reached It was amended to
require that any telephone system that is
entirely within a gsiugle county shall be
taxed there; but when it reaches into more
then one county it shall be taxed by the
execiitive council and pay to Lhe state. At
present all are taxed by the state.
